The 
West has realised fully that this 
is one of the consequences of the 
risc and triumph. of’.Asian nn- 
tionallsm, The new programme 
is to be one of collaboration be- 
tween Eastern governments and 
Western capital and technique. 
The ,West will not any more pre- 
tend to take over the actual 
exccutive functions in the East, 
It can advise: but it will not ad- 
minister in a political sense. : 


One Onal problem ts receiving 
anxious attentlon in tho West. If 
this. new programma Is-to be ace 
ceptable to Asia, lt must coincide 
with the alms and interests of the 
rising classes and forces in Orien- 
tal society. The West would 
have offered its capital and 
technique in.vain if it drifted Into 
collaborating with Eastern gov- 
ernments which, though indepen- 
dent, were: nat in harmony with 
the. movements of the age. The

This 
‘was the way in which Russia, 
with little capital borrowed from
